Pay differentials Based on sex 
are even greater, than »those 
based. on race or national 
origin,’ Senator, Cecil A, 
Partee, president of. the Ilinois 
Senate..tolé a group of 250 
persons gathered last week at 
‘Trinity Hall’in Madison. 

‘Because you are women and 
for that reason alone, your 
unemployment rate is higher 
fan¢/you tend to be clustered ina 
few occupations: More than one- 
third of the working women are 
in seven occupations — 
secretarial, sales, general 
household, teaching, 
bookkeeping, food service and 
nursing,” the legislator said. 

Sen. Partee, the 
Democratic candidate for 
Minois attorney general in 
Tuesday’s general election, 
was the principal speaker at 
the annual egislative 
Night” dinner, sponsored by 
the Granite City Business and 
Professiqnal Women's Club. 

Many area legislators, 
candidates for state, office are 
civic officials attended the 
affair. 

Attorney Leo Kongen. served 
as master of ceremonies and 
invited any candidate present to 
address the assembled guests 
for a two-minute period 
following | Sen. Partee’s 
remarks. 

Mrs. Rosalie Portell, dinner 
chairman, was assisted by Mrs 
Edna Koblbrecher, Mrs. 
Emylee Alford and Mrs. Helen 
Christich 

Mrs. Louise Lewis, a BPW 
member, entertained the group 
with the ERA song, ‘'200 
Years,"" which was introduced 
for the first time in July at the 
national BPW convention in 
(Denver, Colo. She was s: 
companied by Mrs. Valeme 
Stevens at the organ. 

Greetings were extended by 
Mrs. Rosemary Hardwich 
BPW District 14 ahgétman. Mrs. 
Sylvia Wright, prgsident of the 
Granite City club{welcomed the 
members and guests. 

Concerning women’s role in 
today’s working force, Sen. 
Partee examined the issue 
critically, noting “the wide 
disparity in wages paid to men 
and women.” 

He said the President's 
Council of ynomic Advisors 
estimates “there is an earning 
differential of 20 per cent bet 
ween men,and women that can 
be definitely attributable to sex 
discrimination. 

“When a woman goes to work 
today, she is doing nothing 
unusual. There are more than 33 
million working women, but 
many of you still suffer all 
forms of discrimination. 

“Generally speaking, you 
Ket less pay than men for the 
same type of work. You get 
less promotional —_op- 
portunities, you get laid off 
more often and you still find it 
harder to break into higher 
paying jobs,” 

Sen. Partee continued, 
“Working women live with 
these realities despite the fact 
that nearly two:thirds of you are 
providing essential incomes for 


your «families — and without 
that income these families 
would sink below the poverty 
level as defined by the U.S. 
Department of Labor. 

“Over half of; you are em- 
ployed in jobs where 70 per cent 
of the work force or higher is 
composed of females,” Sen. 
Partee said 

“Such concentration, of 
course, makes it easy for em- 
ployers to lower pay scales, 
since. there is. an over- 
abundance of _-_ available 
workers. Naturally, this, too 
fosters higher unemployment.” 

Relating to the woman's role 
in government and legislative 
activities, the Illinois Senate 
president said the progress 
women have made in recent 
years in elective politics is 
“remarkable and marvelous. 

“Just two years ago, Ella 
Grasso was elected governor of 
Connecticut, leading a long list 
of gains which women made in 
state-level balloting, including 
an estimated 70 per cent in- 
crease in state legislative seats. 

“Women also in 1974 gained 
a new seat in Congress, a 

lieutenant governorship.and a 
big city mrayorship,”” Sen. 

Partee stated. “But the key 

gains were in state 
legislatures from 470 up to the 

new figure of 750. 

“A net gain of three was 
registered in Illinois. In the 
HMinois Senate, there were no 
female senators for many 
years. Then, along came Esther 
Saperstein of Chicago and, 
before she had retired, Dawn 
Clark Netsch, the late Betty 
Keegan and her replacement 
fronf the Rockford areg, Vivian 
Hickey 

“Democrats have this year an 
excellent woman, Carol Reitan, 
running for senator in the 
Bloomington area,” Sen. Partee 
said. He noted that Mrs, Reitan 
is the mayor of Normal and said 
she has a “great chance of 
unseating the incumbent.” 

“In other words, women 
have been proving they can be 

od candidates. That's how 
they win, And they've been 
proving they can be good 
elected public officials. That's 
how they continue to get re- 
elected. They must be 
satisfying their constituents 
in the electorate 

‘There should be some 20 
women in the Illinois House and 
Senate after the, election, 
compared to the 14 now. Still 
that is a tiny percentage of the 
236 total lawmakers, so I don’t 
want to paint too rosy or op- 
timistic a picture, Facts are 
facts, but l see progress, slow as 
it is, every election year 

The Democratic candidate for 
attorney general talked about 
the strides women are making 
in other ares, including 
professional and school 
athletics, in executive level 
positions and in lobbying jobs. 

Sen. Partee also said, 

“Personally, I favor adoption 

of the proposed Equal Rights 

Amendment (ERA) to the 

U.S. Constitution. There are 

many pros and cons on ERA.

“I_would go to direct grants 
that could be reconsidered 
annually. I also favor taxing 
income only once, (a reference 
to the double taxing of cor- 
porate dividends) and would 
want to reconstitute a 
progressive tax rate.

TAXE 

“A major objective should be 
to simplify the tax system as 
well as make it more equitable. 

“My administration's ob- 
jectives are threefold—greater 
equity, greater simplification 
and lower taxes. 

“My program also includes 
$10 billion of further tax 
reductions. Benefits are 
directed toward middie and 
lower income taxpayers and 
incentives for creation of new 
jobs by business 

“These cuts would be linked 
to comparable cuts in féderal 
spending: ' 

“It is clear that the federal 
tax law must be reformed in the 
interests of achieving greater 
fairness among taxpayers. " 

“I have submitted legislation 
to that end—legislation that 
would require high income 
taxpayers to pay a reasonable 
tax, that would restrict the use 
of artificial accounting losses as 
tax shelters, and would 
gradually reduce the double 
taxation on corporate dividends 
so that we might encourage 
greater investment in the 
country’s future.”” 

Ford proposes a ‘‘tax 
reduction directed at business 
ina way that creates more jobs. 

“The tax cuts that I propose, 
including a permanent increase 
in the investment tax credit (10 
per cent) and a 2 per cent 
reduction in the corporate tax 
rate, are specifically designed 
to increase employment. 

“I propose tax changes to 
encourage people to invest in 
America’s future and their own, 
through a plan that gives 
moderate income families 
income tax benefits if they 
make long-term investments in 
common stock in American 
comanies.”” 

To encourage investment, the 
President has proposed a 
phased integration of the cor- 
porate and individual income 
tax which would eventually 
eliminate the double tax burden 
now imposed on corporate 
dividends. 4 

“The tax proposals I have 
recommended will give middle 
income taxpayers the kind of 
tax relief they both need and 
obviously deserve. 

“I am concerned about the 
integrity of our Social Security 
Trust Fund. 

“Unless we act soon to make 
sure the Fund takes in as much 
as it pays out, there will be no 
security for old or for young. I 
must, therefore, recommend a 
3 per cent increase in both 
employer and employe Social 
Security taxes effective Jan. 1, 
197. 

“This crease will cost 
workers with the maximum 
taxable income less than $1 a 
week and will help stabilize the 
trust funds so that current and 
future recipients can be assured 
of the benefits they have ear- 
ned. 

“We haven't treated the 
family farmer, the small 
businessman appropriately. 

“In 1942 we set the estate tax 
exemption—it has not been 
changed since 1942, since 
$60,000. 

‘In the meantime, family 
farms have had'to be sold, small 
businesses have had to be sold 
as if went from one genération 
to another. Those kinds aa 
operations are the 
the core of this pet con of 
ours. 

“So,, 
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I proposed to the 


Congress that'.they go from 
$60,000 to $150,000 and they 
make it so that when a piece of 
property—whether it is a family 
farm or a family business—goes 
from the husband to the wife or 
from the wife to the husband 
there is no federal estate tax 
that has to be paid.”” 

ALTERNATE ENERGY

‘(Coal must be used in- 
creasingly as an alternative to 
scarce, expensive or insecure 
oil and natural gas supplies. 

“We must act to remove 
unnecessary constraints on coal 
so that production can grow 
from the 1975 level of 640 million 
tons to over one: billion tons by 
1985 in order to, Help-achieve 
energy independence.

struction on the project, using 
the $5, milliog in bond money 
plus a $12,600,000 grant through 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency 

Bids for construction have 
been received and are being 
studied.prior to the awarding of 
contracts. 

If the lowest bids are ac 
cepted .by the county and the 
EPA, actual. construction could 
cast about $15.5 million. 

With $17.6. million available 
for construction, engineering 
legal and other fees, the overall 
financing plan is viewed as 
adequate 

In his memorandum, Judge 
Wineland said, “The question 
here inyolved is somewhat 
novel and involves the con- 
struction of Article Seven of the 
(Iinois) Constitution as it 
applies to non-home-rule units. 

“This provision had the 
purpose of authorizing local 
government —_units—including 
counties— to tax different areas 
within their boundaries at 
different rates as the services 
rendered to these specific areas 
required.” 

He noted, “Special service 
area is a new terminology 
created by Article Seven of the 
new Constitution. 

“As this term applics to 
counties like Madison, which 
are_non-home-rule counties, it 
Rives such counties power to 
levy or impose additional taxes 
upon areas within their boun- 
daries...for the provision of 
special services to thase areas 
and for the payment of debt 
incurred in order to provide 
those special services. 

“The plaintiffs raise many 
ebjections and questions con- 
cerning the validity of the 
proceedings in this case, but the 
paramount question is simply 
this: Does the Constitution of 
1970 authorize the creation of a 
special services area within a 
county fo render the type of 
sanitary sewage services that 
was contemplated by the or- 
dinance adopted by the County 
of Madison through its County 
Board, or is the county limited 
to the powers enumerated in 
Chapter 34 of the Ilinois 
Revised Statutes pertaining to 
counties? 

“If the answer to this im- 
portant question is in the 
negative, then the ruling of the 
court must bein favor of the 
plaintiffs. 


“Otherwise, it would seem 


that the defendant must prevail - 


because the court is of the 
opinion that substantial com- 
pliance has been shown by the 
evidence with the provisions of 
the enabling act,” Judge 
Wineland wrote. 

A constitutional provision 
allowing non-home-rule 
counties to. establish special 
service areas. would be 
‘“meaningless”" if the powers 
were restricted to those the 


counties already had, the judge 
said 

I! is clear the special service 
area legislation was designed 
to, and does, give such counties 
the authority to establish such 
areas, he said. “We so find,” 
Wineland's “memorandum 
related 

He also noted, “The necessity 
for the improvement in question 
was adequately shown. The 
other objections are overruled 
by the court.” 

One of the suit’s objections 
was that ordinances 
establishing the right of the 
county to create special service 
areas stated that the right was 
taken from Chapter 34 of the 
statutes, while the county ac 
tually used Article 7, the special 
service areg legislation. Hill 
contended that the county was 
“using the best of both worlds” 
in finding its authority 

The judge found, “We 
nothing wrong with the 
proposed improvement, either 
because it was designated in the 
ordinances to be within the 
purview of Chapter 34 or the 
fact that one or two persons 
were not to be specifically 
benefitted thereby 

“The latter people should not 
be able to denyethe benefits to 
the vast majority of the people 
to be benefitted by it." the 
ruling states. 

The memorandum also found 
that: the acts of the County 
Board were valid; there was no 
denial of due process in 
notifying residents of a special 
hearing on the sewer issue; 

Petitions filed opposing ‘the 
special service area were not 
valid lo stop the creation of that 
district, and the special service 
area legislation is constitutional 
and does not violate the 14th 
amendment 

Mrs. Hawkins said this 
morning that some residents of 
Pine Street, who already have 
sanitary sewers but appear to 
he included in the service area, 
are organizing another suit to 
try and either be detached from 
the district or halt the creation 
of the district. 

Judge Wineland noted during 
the hearing that there is no 
provision for persons to detach 
from the district, but that 
anyone who could show harm by 
inequity could appeal to the 
courts for relief in the form of 
an order detaching them. 

A suit to detach persons 
already having sewers from the 
district, sewer committee 
members said, would not slow 
progress on the sewer project 
iteself. 

Hill said he is studying 
whether to appeal Judge 
Wineland’s decision.

Rep. Joe E. Lucco (D) earned 
high marks but Rep.

Steele (R) scored an “F”’at a 
recent accountability meeting 
on’ education.

countability session with a 
citizens’ lobby. 

They were chosen because 
they are both serving on the 
House Higher Education 
Committee (HHEC). It is a 
highly fortunate circumstance 
for District 56 to have two of its 
representatives on this com- 
mittee. In addition, Mr. Lucco is 
a member of the House 
Primary and Secondary 
Education Committee. 

Education is of more than 
usual importance in this area 
We and Cook County are the 
economically most deprived 
areas ih the state, with the 
highest unemployment 

College graduates, averaging 
six per cent nationwide, amount 
to but three per cent here. This 
was the reason for establishing 
SIUE al Edwardsville. If this 
area is to be upgraded, the 
earning skills of its population 
must be upgraded first. 

SIUE is a commuter 
university. Nearly 85 per cent of 
its students work their way 
through college. Furthermore, 
SIUE, like the community 
colleges, is a major area em- 
ployer 

Where industry is lacking. 
educational services can 
generate much-needed jobs. 

To prepare for the meetin, 
we asked both legislators to 
forward to us certain data on 
committee activity including 
their own work. Lacking any 
response from ‘Mr. Steele, we 
approached another Republican 
legislator, who promptly for- 
warded to us reports and 
computer summaries, 

Using input’ from several 
groups, we then devised a 
questionnaire.

and Master Plan Phase IV, 
which blueprints educational 
planning. 

Our last question. was, 

“Which do you feel is your most 
significant contribution?”

to home. 

T was proud, as a working 
mother, to be able to assure him 
that as long as I was’ able to 
work-it was no problem to have 
my family so far away.
